Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quate! 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of hi- 
homestead on a farm of at least 50 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son. 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Musi reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six month- 
in each of six years from date o} 
homestead entry {including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain di~ 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Must reside six months in each o} 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

AWUGE SKYSCRAPER |The Police 


The Woolworth Bullding, New York, 
WIll be 55 Stories High 


Although Canada has many sky- 
scrapers of no mean proportions, they 
have not yet reached the height of 
the Singer Buliding, New York, but 
the latter is to be mude took small 
and insignificant by the overtowering 
Woolworth Building of 55 storeys, by 
far the tallest office buliding in the 
world. It will cost $7,500,000, of which 
about $3,000,000 has been spent in the 
foundation. If the foundation is right 
the building will be right. If it fa 
defective no amount of care or bonest 
workmanship on the superstructure 
will make good what was lost under- 
ground. The whole problem of build- 
ing skyscrapers, s.ccording to Flagg, 
the architect of tne Singer building, 
is to secure an adequate base. The 
base should be one-tenth of the 
height; that is to say, for a building 
1,000 feet high the base should be 
luo ft. by 100 ft. Mr. Flagg says 
that he {s prepared to put up a build- 
Ing 2,000 feet high if anyone {s pre- 
pared to pay for it. He does not 
recognize a limit as far as height is 
concerned. if progress is continued 
at the rate of the past tifteen or twen- 
ty years, there will be buildings twice 
as high as the Woolworth building in 
another twenty years, and passengers 
will be asking the elevator man to 
stop at the 125th storey. Twenty-two 


years ago the tallest commercial 
building was the Tower building of 


eleven storeys, and fifteen years ago 
the Gilleuder building of twenty stor- 
eys was the wouder of New York. 
The Singer building has forty-nine 
storeys. and about 10,000 square feet 
of floor space. The Woolworth build- 


jing will have twice as much room, 
for it will not be a mere tower for 


several storeys, as is the Singer build- 
Ing. The Singer building has 136 
miles of metal piping, 3,500 miles of 
Wire for electrical appliances. 552 
Vacuum cleaner attachments, 15.000 tn- 
vandescent lam)s and enough motors 
and engines and pumps to run a good 
sized town. There will be 17,000,000 
common bricks In the walls of the 
new building, and the tower will ve 
surmounted by a cluster of electric 
lights that will be sven for fifty miles 
away at night. The Singer building 
has searchlights directed agains: the 
tower at night, making it visib’e for 
twenty miles away. The hietropo.!-

| CHARACTER IN THE EYES 


It is held by many that just as the 
bumps on the head afford to the phre 
nologist some indication of the charac- 
ter and abilities, so the color, shape, 
and position of the eyes furnish use- 
ful guides to those able to read them.

Side-glancing eyes are said to be 
a mark of cunning, and best distrus- 
ted.

Shifting, unsteady eyes are 
necessarily a mark of dishonesty, but 
may merely point to an unsettled, 
restless condition of mind. 

For the whites of the eyes to show 
beneath the iris warns the possessor 
of the eyes that he or she has ten- 
dencies to violent temper which 
should be carefully kept well under 
control, 

Eyes set very closely together 
usually show ignorance; but eyes far 
apart in the head indicate, as a rule, 
keen intelligence and a sound mem- 
ory.

Investigation! The Schoo! Board 


SPECIAL COUNCIL MEETING 


Friday evening a special meeting of 
the Council was called to deal with 
complaints made against Chief Bell 
and other business. : 

The Mayor drew attention to the 
fact that Smith & Gaetz were erect- 
ing an addition to the building on 
Gaetz Ave. in contravention to the 
fire by-law. 

He read a letter from the firm 
stating they had a permit to erect 
the building and thought that suffi- 
cien* to allow the erection of — the 
building 

Commissioner Stephenson said the 
permit was for a warchouse. The 
building under construction was an 
addition to the other building. He 
had storved construction until the 
Council discussed the question. 

Councillor Botterill said other citi- 
zens had asked for permission to 
build) and had been refused unless 
they complied with the by-law. 

Councillors: Botsford and Galbraith 
moved that the matter of th. build- 
ing of a warehouse be lett with the 
Commissioners to deal with under 
the fire by-law. 

Councillors Botterill and Malcolm 
moved in amendment that Smith & 
Gaetz be granted permission .to build | 
a brick veneer building in the rear of 
their building. 

Councillor Galbraith desired — to 
know if we had power to grant such 
a privilege. 

Commissioner Stephenson said the 
lire by-laws granted) permission to 
build) a warehouse, fron clad, twelve 
feet high. 

The amendment was lost, Council- 
lors Byers, Galbraith and Botsford 
voting against it, and the original 
motion carried on the same vote. 

POLICE INVESTIGATION, 

Sidney H. Brown submitted = a 
sworn statement to the Council to 
the effect that Chicf Bell) was un- 
friendly towards him and was look- 
ing for a chance to charge him with 
some offence, that he shoved him 
from the sidewalk, and that he, 
Bell, later told him to move on or 
he would arrest him, when he was 
sober, and that he had not given 
Bell any cause for such action. 

Solicitor Greene contended — the 
sworn statement was trivial and 
should not take up the time of the 
Council, 

Solicitor Scott, who appeared for 
Brown, said he had-no personal in- 
tent in the matter further than look- 
ing after the interest of his client, 
and he thought it should be investi- 
gated and thus save a. future scan- 
dal. 

The Mayor said the Chief of Police 
was a public servant of the Town, 
and the Council dcsired to investi- 
grate the question. 

Chief Bell said he did shove Brown 
a little when he stepped up to him 
but did) not shoulder him. Brown 
blamed ‘him for keeping him off the 
force, and went out of his way to 
dog his footsteps and took notes of 
his actions, and he didn’t like it. 
Constables are authorized to tell 
people seen loitering on the streets 
after midnight to go home. They 
have that privilege. Brown showed 
his note book in the bars of the town 
and boasted he was doing detective 
work. He joshed him about it. 

S. H. Brown said he was walking on 
street, and Chief Bell asked him if he 
had his note book. He saith he had, 
and the chief in plain clothes shoved 
him off the walk. He had lunch, and 
shortly after twelve Bell threatened 
to arrest him if he didn't go home. 
He went up to Mr. Scott's room and 
laid a complaint. 

Councillor Galbraith thought it a| 
little unusual to go so late to a 
law office. Brown explained that by 
working for Mr. Moore he was often 
in his office. He kept a note book 


not] for a number of weeks and put down 


things he could find out about the 
chief. He blamed the chief for not 
getting on the force. 

Councillor Botterill here said he 
was responsible for Mr. Brown not 
being added to the force. He favor- 
ed him at first, but afterwards, for 
reasons of bis own, he opposed — his 
appointment. and with the Commis- 
sioners was entirely responsible for 
his not being appointed a constable. 

The Mayor said Chief Bell never 
said a word against Brown and ab- 
solutely had nothing whatever to do 
with him not being selected, — and 
thought an apology should be made 
to Chicf Bell by Mr. Brown. 

Brown refused to make an apology. 


The Mayor said he would like to 
ask for any other charges. 
Councillor Galbraith said we 
should only deals with — specitic 
charges.

“Are there any other charges to be 
made against Chief Bell?’ asked the 
Mavor.

A sworn statement from Charles 
MeLean. a farmer, claimed the police 
took his money while under arrest | 
for being drunk and disorderly. 

Constable Reidy said he took him 
to the coop and took $65) or $67 
from him for safe keeping. He seem- 
ed to sober up and the constable let 
him out on the understanding that 
he would appear for trial in’ the 
morning, retaining $19 as a guaran- 
tee.

Councillors Botterill and = Malcolm 
moved that all the original affidavits 
of Chas. F. MelLean, Sidney Brown 
and S. Murphy be placed in the 
vaults of our office in charge of the 
Secretary Treasurer until such time 
as the proper authorities require 
them. Carried. 

Councillors Galbraith and Malcolm 
moved that, having given careful con- 
sideration to the evidcn:e offered in 
support of the charges made against 
the Red Deer Police by Sidney H. 
Brown, N. Levison and Chas. L. 
MeLean, the Council is of the opin- 
iom that with respect to the charges 
made by Messrs. Brown and Levison, 
they were trivial charges and no 
dereliction of duty whatever — has 
been proven against the police or any 
of its members ; and further that the 
attitude of Chief Bell in the Brown 
case, the main facts of which are 
not contradicted, was quite reasgn- 
able under the circumstances. 

That with regard to the charge of 
McLean, while the Council are quite 
satisfied that the charge is atterly 
without foundation, yet the absence 
of Mr. Mel.ean renders such a con- 
clusion unsatisfactory, and it is the 
wish of this Council that its solicit- 
or take such proceedings as are 
open to the town to secure the at- 
tendance of Mr. Mclean before the 
Council to make his statements, and 
in case of his refusal to appear, that 
the solicitor advise the Council what 
further proceedings are open to the 
Coun -il to deal with Mr. McLean.

The “Made In Canada” Train Will be 
,the Greatest Exhibition Ever 
Placed on Wheels 


—_— 


The Made-in-Canada train which the 
Canadian Home Market Association 
has prepared for a trip through Wes- 
tern Canada will show the people of 
the West in a graphic manner what 
the development of manufacturing in 
the West wil] mean to them. It wil 
also serve to demonstrate the fact 
that the quality of Canadian-made 
goods is equal to anything that can 
be imported, value for value. The 
train will consist of ten standard bag- 
gage cars, the interior of which will 
be arranged so as to permit the dis- 
play of the products as attractively 
and compactly as possible. Firms 
making exhibits will have three wall 
spaces to display photographs of their 
works, posters or other advertising 
hangers. The train will be electric 
lighted throughout. The train itself 
is a marvel of Canadian industry, is 
new throughout and was made in the 
Angus shops, Montreal.’ The space 


bas all been taken up, and without 
doubt will be utilized in the greatest 
and finest exhibit ever placed on 
wheels. It is nothing short of an in- 
dustrial exhibition and on a large scale 
at that, for the exhibits cover a very 
wide range of factory products. If 
includes a representative showing, of 
such made-in-Canada goods as all clas- 
ses of textiles, stoves, pianos, automo- 
biles, beds, springs mattresses, en- 
gines, packing house products, con- 
fectionery, rubber goods, salt, kodaks, 
farm implements, paints and oils, 
drugs, cement, furniture, jewelry, and 
watches, silver plate, and all kinds of 
sheet metal preducts. 

“The train will leave Toronto on May 
18th, and will then proceed to Mon- 
treal and Ottawa, and thence to Port 
Arthur and Fort Willlam, which they 
will reach on May 21. After that the 
itinerary wiil cover some 100 towns 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Al- 
berta, following the Hines of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway. It is the pur- 
pose of the association to run over 
the other lines in ensuing years, 

One particular feature of the 
scheme is the eagerness with which 
the Winnipeg manufacturers ure re- 
celving it. [astern manufacturers re- 
gard this Western zeal as a strong in- 
dication of the progress of manutfac- 
turing in the Middle West, and in 
some cases the enthusiasm of the Wes 
terners hes put to shame the more 
tardy attitude of the established Eas- 
ern houses. 

The arrangement of the cars will be 
as follows: : 

A model house car, fully furnished, 
and showing the products of numerous 
Canadian factories. 

Composite exhibits, showing the 
process of manufacture of raw steel 
{nto its many forms. 

In addition to the actual exhibits 
lectures will be given on board by 
Mr. T. H. Race, of Mitchell, Ont., who 
has been Canada’s representative at 
the World’s Fairs held in Australia, 
New Zealand, Britain, and Belguim. 
He will give, as it were, word pictures 
of industrial and agricultural life the 
world over. 


WESTERN GONDITIONS 


Jamcs Carruthers Predicts for 1912 
the Greatest Crop on Record 


Collections are improving, dealers 
gre meeting their notes as they come 
in, wholesale houses report good 
orders, trade conditions are excellent. 
This is the report which Mr. James 
Carruthers brings back to Montreal 
after a three weeks’ trip in Western 
Canada. The grain receipts inspected 
at Winnipeg every day, he says, show 
that the railways are moving forward 
a lot of grain. “There is no doubt,” 
added Mr. Carruthers, “that with any- 
thing like favorable conditions next 
geason our Canadian West will have 


the biggest crop of wheat on record. 
The farmers there are hoping for a 
rather late spring, with continued 
good weather, which they prefer to an 
early spring with the usual break in 
the conditions. 

“While in the West a prominent 
railway official predicted that in 1915 
Western Canada would have a wheat 
crop of 360.000,000 bushels. It will 
then be necessary to use the Panama 
Canal, which will result in the export 
of a large amount of wheat via Van- 
couver.”

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INDUSTRIES GROWING 


Enormous Development Along Vart- 
ous Lines at Winnipeg 


The increase in Winnipeg's factory 
output for the past ten years shows 
that considerable attention is being 
directed to industries in the West. In 
1900 the value of the manufactured 
output way $8,606,248; in 1906 it had 
increased to $18,983,248; and in 1910 
the Indusiriul Bureau census gave 
$36,000,000 as the total. In the 267 
factories now operating there are 135,- 
500 hands employed, while $30,000,000 
is invested in capital. The fron, struc- 
tural eteel, brass foundries and ma- 
chine shops employ over 4,000 hands. 
Following the iron industry, other 


manufacturers rani, according to the 
number of employees, as follows: Em- 
ploying from 2,000 down to 200 hands 
in each—brick, pressed stone, cement 
products, printing and publishing 
trade, lumber, mill work, clothing, 
brewing and milling, abattoir and 
packing house, metal, tin, galvanized 
iron and wire fence work, paints and 
oils, milling and other cereal lines, 
biscuit and confectionery Hnes, har- 
ness and saddlery. This shows plain- 
ly that the city of Winnipeg is grow- 
ing industrially. The Provincial re- 
turns show that seventy-one charters 
for purely industrial companies were 
issued in 1911, with a combined 
authorized capital of $7,695,000, Win- 
nipey being named as the headquar- 
ters of each company registered. Not 
only have new companies located, but 
older industrial firms have found it 
necessary to extend their working 
capital to take care of the growing 
trade. Nineteen firms increased their 
capital from $2,330,000 to $6,360,000 
during the year of 1911. 


CANADIAN WORKINGMEN 


Living and Working Under Better 
Conditions Than in England 


The British Board of Trade has is 
sued a complete and thorough des 
cription of working class‘ conditions 
which serve as @ comparison with 
conditions under which Canadfar 
workingmen are living to-day. Take 
Birmingham as typical of Old Coun 
try industrial centres. Then the 
prevalent types of houses have three 
and five rooms respectively. Neary 
30 per cent. of the population live 
in 3-room houses. Any person fami- 
liar with Canadian cities must recog 
nize that the homes of the working 
classes, particularly those of sk{i:lec 
artisans are a great improvement Ou 
this. In Hamilton, the predominant 
type of workman’s dwelling is a five- 
roomed cottage, attached to which in 
nearly every case is q-garden. These 
houses are practically all furnished 
with sanitary appliances. But the 
significant point does not Me so much 
in the character of the house as in 
the fact that in the majority of in- 
stances, the workman owns his own 
home. In fact, it has been estimated 
that at least seventy per cent. of the 
men employed in Hamilon factories 
either own th2ir houses outright or 
are engaged in purchasing them with 
their savings. 

Next as to wage. In Birmingham 
payment is by piece work in many 
instances and {individual earnings 
show considerable variations. This 
works out to about 19 cents an hour 
for a 54 hour week and the building 
trades, 16% cents an hour in the en- 
gineering trades, and 16 cents dn hour 
in the printing trades. Wages in the 
Canadian city are very much in ex- 
cess of these rates. Bricklayers now 
receive 48 to 60 cents an hour, at least 
twice as much as similar workm 
earn in Birmingham. Carpenters t 
37c an hour. Printers earn $17 a week 
or 86 cents an hour for a 48 hour 
week. Skilled mechanics earn on an 
average of 35%%c an hour. In short, 
wages in the Canadian city range 
about one hundred per cent. higher 
than those in England. But of course, 
the cost of living is decidedly greater 
in Canada. The Birmingham artisan 
gets his three-roomed dwelling for 
about four or five dollars a month, 
while for a five-roomed house he pays 
approximately $6.00 to $7.80 a month. 
To compare this rental with that in 
Hamilton, somewhat similar accom- 
modation should be selected. A five- 
roomed house of about the same 
character as the Birmingham house 
could be had for $10 or $12 a month, 
the Canadian rental being from 60 
per cent. to 66 2-3 per cent. higher. 

Combining the elements of wages. 
rents and food costs, and noting that, 
while wages are double in Canada, 
rents. are only two-thirds: greater and 
food very little higher, it must be 
evident that the workingman is much 
better o7 financially in the Canadian 
oity. This fact is illustrated in one 
‘way by his ability to save enough to 
uy his house and in another by the 
amount to his credit in the savings 
bank, and the value of his Hfe insur- 
ance@ He has more of the comforts 
of Hfe, more leisure to enjoy them 
‘and a greater freedom of action, all 
due to this margin between earnings 
and expenses.

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SCARCITY OF MILK 


The Dairy Situation Offers Bncourage- 
ment to Canadian Farmers 


The most outstanding feature of the 
dairy industry at the present moment 
is the general scarcity of milk for the 
larger towns and cities. From all 
quarters comes the cry for more milk. 
Winnipeg now obtains a large quanti- 
ty daily from such a distant point 
as St. Paul, Minn. The demand in 
Vancouver is closing many of the 
creameries in the Fraser Valley. The 
same thing is occurring in the neigh- 
borhood of Montreal and Toronto. 
The per capita consumption is in- 
creasing as the quality of the product 
Improves, and the nutritive value of 
milk becomes better known and ap- 


preciated. The prices of milk and 
{ts products have not advanced rela- 
tively with the prices for meats and 
other food supplies, and such a con- 
dition is bound to cause a relative 
{ncrease in the consumption of dairy 
products. Dairy products generally 
are being made more popular with 
improved methods of production and 
handling. On the whole the dairy 
situation is such that it should en- 
courage increased production on the 
part of Canadian farmers. One of the 
most hopeful signs for the future of 
the dairying industry in Canada !s 
found in the rapid growth of the 
movement gtarted by the Dominion 
Dairying Service a few ycars ago, 
which has for its object a study of 
the record of the individual cows, 80 
that poor producers may be elimin- 
ated. The average milk yield of hun- 
dreds of herds has _ been increased 
from 20 to 30 per cent. already, where 
the owners have followed this ‘‘wecd- 
ing” process. An increase of 20 per 
cent. in the average production of all 
the cows in Canada would mean aa 
{ncrease of $20,000,000. Such an in- 
crease, which would be almost wholly 
net profit, is not only possible but 
highly probable from present indica- 
tions.

Than 


Canadian Implements Better 
Those of French Make 


It has been stated recently that 
France offers a good market for Can- 
adian manufacturers of agricultural 
machines and tools of various kinds, 
because the articles of this nature 
used in France are below the stan- 
dard of those produced in this coun- 
try. In agricultural machinery Can- 
ada has to compete principally with 
the United States, which enjoys the 
same tarift, $1.05 per thousand pounds 
on machines weighing 400 kilogs or 
more, and $1.32 on all other machines. 
France imported agricultural machin- 
ery in 1910 as follows: from _ the 
United States, to the value of 29,088,- 
020 francs; from Great Britain, 4,945,- 
850 francs; from Canada, 4,750,590 
francs; and from Germany, 4,677,660 
francs. 

The general French tariff is $1.32 
and $2.02, respectively. In the sale 
of tools Germany monopolizes the 
French market. German imported 
tools in 1910 were valued at 1,644,860 
francs, while the total value of all 
the tools brought into France that 
year was only 2,686,250 francs. The 
United States sold France 438,949 
francs’ worth of tools and Great 
Britain stood third on the selling list. 
with a total of 378,210 francs. Canada 
has no tariff advantage over the Uni- 
ted States with France in the tool 
trade, and will have to fight vigorously 
for that part of the French market 
which is controiled by Germany. 


DEVELOPMENT GOES ON 


(ndustria! and Agricultural Activities 
March Hand in Hand 


There are no other seven millions 
of people in the world to-day who 
make half as many kinds of goods as 
the Canadian people make. There 
are no other seven millions of peop'e 
in the world who make those goods 
as well. We have 20,000 factories in 
Canada to-d*y, 500,000 pairs of hands, 
with an,output valued already at one 
billion dollars. Perhaps the most Tre- 
markable feature about our manufac- 
turing industries within the past few 
years is the fact that they are spread- 
ing of every province of the Dominion. 
Ten years ago there were 21 factories 
in the City of Winnipeg; to-day there 
are 245 factories in that city, with a 
monthly pay-roll of $750,000 and with 
an output valued in 1911 at $36,000,000. 
And what has been done in Winnipeg 
will be done, in a smaller way at first, 
but in a growing measure, at Regina. 
Saskatoon, Battleford, Edmonton, Cal- 
gary and many other important points 
in the West. And s0, this develop- 
ment goes on, these two giant indus- 
tries hand in hand, the soil giving 
up its wealth to the people, the indus- 
tries providing industrial opportunt- 
tles_for our farmers’ sons. 


WESTERN FOREST WEALTH 


The lumber industry and the lumber 
trade both showed very satisf&ctory 
returns for the year, 1911, stated Hon. 
Price Ellison in the British Columbia 
Legislature when introducing his bud- 
get. “I ventured to predict in my las: 
budget speech that ‘1911 would prove 
a prosperous year in the lumber 
trade. My forecast was correct. <Ac- 
cording to the returns made to the 
chief timber inspector the lumber cut 
for 1911 was as follows. Logs offictal- 
ly scaled west of Coast range 619,000,- 
000 feet; cut from Esquimalt & Nan- 
aimo Railway lands, 144,000,000 feet; 
logs Officially scaled east of Coast 
range 297,000,000 feet; total, 1,060,000,- 
000 feet. Of this amount the total 
manufactured into lumber was 113,- 
000,000 feet, and t&e total exported 
47,000,000 feet.”

Some pcople never grow weary of 
asserting that prohibition should 
come by ‘moral suasion,”’ if it com- 
es at all, but the moral suasionists 
are not usually prohibitionists. But 
temperance people are not so easily 
deceived. One methodist editor puts 
it in this way. He says: ‘Again we 
wish to impress upon the people oi 
the state that the greatest factor in 
the enforcement of prohibition is the 
legislature."’ This fact should never 
fur a moment be forgotten. Pro- 
hibition needs a prohibition legisla- 
ture; without that it will be apt to 
be a faree. 


The Workmans' Temperance Com- 
mittee in Dublin, Ireland, had a 
great temperance demonstration on 
September 3.

Th 
home of the drunkard was no foun- 
dation up on which to build — self 
wovernment for Ireland.” 


AMENDMENTS TO ONTARIO'S 
LICENSE ACT. 
The session of the Ontario Legisla- 
ture which has just closed has seen 
a distinct advance in) temperance re- 
form. So far the net results are not 
very striking, but they give promise 
of something more in the near fut- 
ure. The License Act has been 
amended to make local option more 
elective by forbidding the storing or 
Keeping of liquor for future delivery 
to any customer or other person. 
This provision covers any person 
who allows liquor to be stored up- 
on his premises. The government 
was also given power to declare 
that no liquor shall be sold or kept 
for sale in any prescribed district 
where any public work is in pro- 
gress, such as the building of a 
railway, canal, road or bridge. It 
is also provided that in any local 
option municipality any on: who is 
found to be in an intoxicated con- 
dition and refuscs to tell from whom 
he secured the liquor shall be sent 
to prison for a term not exceeding 
three months. The maximum tine 
for infraction of the Liquor Act has 
been raised from $200 to $500. These 
are not very radical changes, but 
they are all changes in the right di- 
rection. It looks as though Ontario 
had at last cntered upon an era of 
temperance advancement which shall 
in the very near future give us a 
province from which the open bars 
at least shall have disappeared.

Liberal Journal in Ottawa.) 

Canadian respect for United States 
politicians has received another sev- 
ere blow by the revelation which 
Colonel Roosevelt has made as to 
the true attitude of President Taft 
on the question of reciprocity be- 
tween Canada and tre United States. 

Champ Clark’s declaration in favor 
of reciprocity because it was the 
first step toward annexation could 
he disposed of as the utterance of an 
irrespon<ible ; President Taft's own 
reference to reciprocity as the ‘part- 
ing of the ways’ could be and was 
subjected to reasonable explanation. 

But now we find that, while Presi- 
dent Taft was conducting negotia- 
tions with Canada for a trade reci- 
procity that should be mutually ad- 
vantageous, while he was protesting 
the utmost friendliness for this coun- 
try, while the agreement had yet to 
be signed, he wrote a letter to 
Colonel Roosevelt asking his support 
of the proposal because it would 
have the effect of making Canada 


“ONLY AN ADJUNCT OF THE 
UNITED STATES." 

Here is the full extract from 

letter as quoted by Roosevelt : 
“It (the reciprocity agreement) 
might at first have a tendency to 
reduce the cost of food products 
somewhat ; it would certanly make 
the reservoir much greater and pre- 
vent fluctuations. Meantime, the 
amount of Canadian products we 
would take would produce a cur- 
rent of business between Western 

Canada and the United States that 

would make Canada only an = ad- 

junct of the United States. It 
would transfer all their important 
business to Chicago and New Y ak, 
with their bank credits and every- 
thing else, and it would increase 
sreatly the demand of Canada for 
our manufactures. I see this is an 
argument. against reciprocity made 

in Canada, and 1 think it is a 

good one.”’ , 

In face of that declaration, it is 
safe to say that Champ Clark knew 
whereof he spoke when he announced 
that the annenation of Canada

; was 
“tthe hasie reason of the proposals 
made by the United States. The 
difference between Clark and Taft - 


was only in words. Both seem to 
have meant the same thing. 

It is not necessary to use strong 
language in characterizing the  con- 
duct of President Taft ; it speaks for 
itself. 

But. Canadians will watch with re- 
newed interest the coming presiden- 
tial clection in the United States, 
because of their sineere hope that 
Taft will be “licked out of — his 
boots,’ either by his own or the 
other political party.

CANADA IN THE FRONT 


Gratifyirg tncrease in Trade Between 
the United Kingdom and Her First 
Dominion. 


A review of the shipping trade cf 
the past year between the United 
Kingdom and the various c»lonies 
gives a ‘arge predominance to Cana- 
dian business, as far as tonnag? is 
concerned. The latest figures show 
that the total tonnage of vesse s cleared 
with cargoes from the United King- 
dom to Canada during the yvar enucd 
31st December, 1911, wag 2,372,098, an 
increase of 135,394 tons, or 6 per cent.

OUR HOME MARKET 


Canada Consumes the Greatest Part 
of its Own Manufactures 


The annual output of factory goods 
in Canada is valued at over a billion 
dollars. The annual output of tinished 


products amounts to another billion! 


dollars. The artisans and work peo- 
ple engnged in these 20,000 factories 
number nearly half a million, and 
earn in wases each year over $250,- 
000,000, In the six years that have 
elapsed since i#vd, an increase of More 
than 33 per cent. has taken place 
in the number of industries, the num- 
ber of hands employed, the capital in- 
vested, the wages paid, and in the 
output of finished products. This re- 
markable expansion, it may be said, 
is due largely to the fact that Can- 
ada's appetite has grown with the ad- 
dition of cubits to her stature, and 
the demanu for goods of all kinds is 
greater than ever before. Exports of 
Canadian manufactures comprise the 
least part of our trade. While it is 
extremely dificult to tell exactly how 
much the output of manufactures in 
Canada emounts to each year and 
where this output goes, it is possible 
from the estimates at hand to show 
the relatively greater demands made 
upon our tactories by our own peo- 
ple than by toreign countries. Can- 
ada cousumes at home about twenty- 
nine thirtieths of her own manufac: 
tures, for thz Dominion exported last 
year of manulactured goods not quite 
thirty-one and a half million dollars 
worth, which is about one thirtieth of 
the entire output of a billion dol-ars. 
Manutacturing in Canada has a_ big 
field to deve.op, and although our fac- 
tories are Lardiy Keeping pace with 
the needs of the country, a determined 
effort is being made, in the face of 
such big problems as heavy transpor- 
tation charges, provincial taxes, and 
raw materials, to compete with rival 
industries in the United States, and 
to hold for Canadian capital.and Can- 
adian labor tne benefits of the great- 
est undeveloped home market in the 
world. At the present rate of con- 
sumption Canada is using every year 
the bulk of its own billion dollar pro- 
duction as well as a hundred million 
States. 


GUARANTEES IN RECENT YEARS 


Cash subsidies and land grants 
have been the most popular form of 
contributions to railway building in 
Canada. But this is not all. In re- 
cent years a preference for aid in the 
form of guarantees as against cash of 
land subventions has arisen among 
the promoters of railway enterprises. 
The obligations that have been under- 
taken in this way have atmounied, up 
to this year, to $127,336,357, Which 
has been made up as follows. —

We have had several interviews 
with the officers of the baseball club 
and have arranged with them to have 
a grand stand built at a cost of 
about $500.

ready for seeding down. This work 
can be done by the team that is 
stationed in the fire hall. The doing 
of this work will prevent us from 
building a band stand there until 
next year, as when this is seeded 
down it will have to be fenced until 
this grass is established. We have 
discussed this matter with Mr. Wel- 
ton, band leader, and he will be sat- 
istficd to wait another year if we 
can furnish seats for the band mem- 
bers and a place for them to give 
the open air concerts. We will try 
to arrange to get permission to use 
the Land Office grounds for these 
concerts. i 

We recommend that a grant of 
$250 be made to the Red Deer band 
this year. For this we expect to 
have at least 8 open air concerts.:

BINDER TWINE 


An Industry That Requires Encour 
agement in the Interests of West 


The lack of protection for the bin 
der twine industry in Canada has in 
curred the loss, of eight large mills 
with their invested capital and labor; 
has effected the displacement of muci 
wealth from Canada every year; has 
necessitated an additional public ex 
penditure in the form of bounties; anc 
prevents every year the utilization of 
tons and tons of raw flax fibre, which 
might be turned to benefit Canadian 
labor and capital as well as the Can 
adian customer. By the establishment 
of mills in the West that would help 
to consume the vast quantities of fla: 
fibre now going to waste, the farmer 
would receive an additional return for 
hia present labor. Again, the farmer 
would clso gain by the extra demand 
for food-stuffs that would result fron 
the presence of industrial workers ir. 
the neighboring town or city. The in 
creased purchasing power of the town 
possessing one of these mills would 
react in numerous ways for the bene 
tit of all the interests in that town 
and the immediate rural vicinity. Fo. 
instance, supposing the binder twin 
industry that was forced to close dow: 
wn Brandon years ago, were runniny 
‘o-day with a pay-roll of one hundred 
Yands. Each week, $1,200 and $1,50u 
vould be released into that community 
-n the form of wages. As condition. 
oxist at the present, however, the 
Western country is buying its (wine 
‘rom the United Sates, and, insead o: 
supporting the 100 factary men in 
yne hundred men in a rival centr. 
\cross the border.

INSEPARABLE INTERESTS 


Rural and Industrial Classes Must 
Work Together 


The interest of the industrial clas- 
ses interlocks closely with chat of the 
farmer. The half milllon hardy fac- 
tory employes and families of Cana- 
da consume as much as sixty million 
dollars worth of the products of the 
farm annually. This shows .the in- 
terest of city and rural population in 
each other. There is no more mista- 
ken {dea that that which regards the 
interests of the city and country popu- 
lation as being opposed. Nothing 
could be clearer that that the farmer 
and his city coysin are inter-depend- 
ent; the thing which is good for one 
{s good for the other, and that which 
is bad for the one !s hurtful to the 
other. Why should the agriculturist 
oppose the industrial development of 
our country, To take the instance of 


lation within trading distance means 
to the merchants and tradesmen of 
Winnipeg—and this is very much in- 
deed. The 150,000 people of Winnipeg 
must be fed, and a considerable part 
of the task of feeding them devolves 
upon the farmers who llve near 
enough to send the products to the 
Winnipeg market, a market admitted 
to be one of the best for all sorts 
of farm products. There is, in fact, 
an almost constant shortage of such 
farm products as milk, eggs, poultry 
fresh vegetables in the Winnipeg mar- 
ket. Milk is easy to produce in the 
country about Winnipeg and yet 
seven thousand pounds of milk are 
brought in each day for the use of 
Winnipeg people from Minneapolis. 
Winnipeg is but typical of every other 
Western city. 


ROOM FOR INDUSTRIES 


With Capital and Labor There is 
Abundance of Raw Material 


The present water power develop- 
ment in Canada is estimated by the 
Department of Interior at only 486,- 
887 horse power. If manufacturing in 
Canada’ increases commensurately 
with the development of this now la- 
tent power, what a hive of industry 
there will be extended throughout the 
length and breadth of this Dominion, 
and this surmise takes no account of 
the almost unfathomable coal deposits 
yet unearthed. 


Raw materials must exist as well as 
power, however, and fortunately those 
manufacturers in Canada representing 
the greatest amount of capital are 
most closely allied with operation by 
the vast resources of natural power. 
To estimate roughly in round num- 
bers, based again on the special cen- 
sus of 1905, the manufactures in order 
of importance with their representa- 
tive value are as follows:—Timber, 
lumber and their products, (other 
than steel) 140 millions; food  pro- 
ducts, (chief of which would be flour, 
Meats and canned fruits) 120 millions; 
textiles, 100 millions and iron and 
steel products, 80 millions. All of 
these industries, one may readily see, 
are based on supplies, which are the 
most abundant of our natura] resour- 
ces, and they also lend themselves 
easily to operation by the various falls 
and rapids, which go to make up 
Canada’s 26 millions of natural horse- 
power. 

We have the raw. material, the 
power and the market. All that is 
necessary is the capital and labor to 
do the work. 


WAGES AND COST OF LIVING 


An Adaptation to Canada of Returns 
of British Board of Trade 


The British Board of Trade last 
year conducted an inquiry into the 
question o1 wages and cost of living 
among the Industrial classes of United 
States, the results of which as tabula- 
ted by Mr. G. R. Askwith, have re- 
cently been made public. Included in 
the report is a valuable comparison 
of the figures for the United States 
with those for the United Kingdom 
and Wales as secured In 1905 and re- 
vised to date. Summing up all these 
Tesults it may be said that while the 
cost of food and rent in the United 


States Is 52 per cent. greater tnan In 
England, yet wages, being 130 per 
cent, higher, more than _ off-set the 
higher cost of living. Further, the 
margin of income over and above food 
and rent is so great as to make pos- 
sible a command of the necessaries 
and conveniences and minor luxuries 
of life that is bath nominally and 
really greater than that enjoyed by 
the corresponding class in England. 
What Is true of the United States is 
true of Canada, for conditions in both 
countries are nearly identical. Can- 
ada is practically as self-contained as 
the United States. Almost every pri- 
mary commodity In wide consumption 
is produced within {its own borders. 
It ig still relatively in an early state 
of its development. It has great natu- 
ral advantages and opportunities for 
{individual advancement. And its in- 
dustries are growing nicely. The con- 
ditions of its working clases are if 
anything better than In the States, 
and the comparisons instituted  be- 
tween the latter country and England 
apply with even greater force in the 
case of Canada.

On leav- 
ing the Indian work, they settled at 
Ponoka, then farmed at Springvale 
for a couple of years, and some seven 


years ago moved into Red Deer, 


where Mrs. Youmans was associated 
actively with the Ladies’ Aid and W. 
M.S. of the Methodist church, and 
with the W.C.T.U., her home being 
always open to the friendless and the 
stranger, as well as to a wide circle 
of friends.
